PENICILLIN has proved to b e 
such a wonderworker against se­ 
rious general infections that every­ 
one will b e glad when it can b e 
added to the family medicine chest 
as a weapon against infected cuts, 
b urns, and other skin disorders. 
Penicillin might b e compared to 
a human genius, marvelous in his 
own line, b ut temperamental and 
unstab le, and requiring apecial 
handling. The prob lem has always 
b een to get it to ’ stay put” in an 
easily applied sub stance. 


Cream or Ointment 
Now, Dis. Philip 
Greey and 
Harvey D. Heb b of Canada report 
that penicillin can b e successfully 
added to a cream or to an oint­ 
ment and thus, spread directly on 
infected skin to hasten its cure. 
These physicians made up var­ 
ious creams and ointments, some 
of lanolin, some of wax. some of 
stearic acid, some of mineral oil, 
sterilized them and then added 
penicillin. In a numb er of the 
preparations, the penicillin seemed 
to retain its potency or power to 
heal, for two or three weeks when 
•tored at cold temperatures. 
Used Promptly 
None of the preparations ap­ 
peared sufficiently stab le to per­ 
mit manufacturing large quanti­ 
ties at a time. In other words, it 
would appear advisab le, if a peni­ 
cillin cream or ointment is to b e 
used, that it b e made up fresh and 
Used promptly. 
Care must also b r taken to keep 
penicillin creams and ointments 
sterile, since molds may get into 


them and destroy the penicillin. 
This is done b y not putting any­ 
thing which is not sterile into the 
ja r containing the penicillin prep­ 
aration. 
When

was 
spread on infected b urns, it was 
found that it b egan to lose its po­ 
tency after ab out 48 hours. Hence, 
a daily change of dressings would 
appear necessary, at the least 
every two days. 
In impetigo, a skin disease, and 
in infections of the b eard, good 
result* were ob tained. 
Simi* Infections 
Penicillin cream was also used 
for treating sinus infections. In 
doing this, the doctors injected 
a 
small amount of the penicillin 
cream into the affected sinus every 
two or three days. Before each in­ 
jection the cream remaining from 
the 
previous 
tre a tm e n t 
was 
washed out with salt w ater. 
In a few cases, a skin rash oc­ 
curred on the area where the peni­ 
cillin was applied. Since it would 
appear that these patients were 
sensitive either to the penicillin 
or something in the cream b ase, 
the chances for development of 
this skin irritation should b e b orne 
in mind whenever a penicillin 
cream is to b e used for ten days or 
longer. 
Penicillin in the home medicine 
cab inet is still in the future b ut 
it can b e stated that doctors are 
overlooking no chance to make full 
use of the great new healing drug. 
As time goes on. it is possib le that 
new methods of applying it will 
b e learned, and that new uses for 
the methods we now have will b e 
discovered.

PENICILLIN has proved to be 
•urb a wonderworker against se­ 
rious general infections that every­ 
one will be glad when it can be 
added to the family medicine chest 
as a weapon against infected cuts, 
burn*., and other skin disorders. 
Penicillin might be compared to 
a human genius, marvelous in his 
own line, but temperamental and 
unstable, and requiring special 
handling. The problem has always 
been to get it to •’stay put* in an 
easily applied substance. 


Cream or Ointment 
Now, Ors. Philip Greey and 
Harvey D. Hebb of Canada report 
that penicillin can be successfully 
added to a cream or to an oint­ 
ment and thus, spread directly on 
infected skin to hasten ita cure. 
These physicians made up var­ 
ious creams and ointment*, some 
of lanolin, some of wax, some of 
stearic acid, some of mineral oil, 
sterilized them and then added 
penicillin. In a number of the 
preparations, the penicillin seemed 
to retain its potency or power to 
heal, for two or three weeks when 
stored at cold temperatures. 
Used Promptly 
None of th* preparations ap­ 
peared sufficiently stable to per­ 
mit m anufacturing large quanti­ 
ties at a time. In other word*-, it 
would appear advisable, if a peni­ 
cillin cream or ointment is to be 
used, that it be made up fresh and 
Used promptly. 
Care must also br taken to keep 
penicillin creams and ointments 
sterile, since molds may get into 


them and destroy the penicillin. 
This is done by not putting any­ 
thing which is not sterile into the 
ja r containing the penicillin prep­ 
aration. 
When 
penicillin 
cream 
was 
spread on infected burns, it was 
found that it began to lose its po­ 
tency after about 48 hour*. Hence, 
a daily change of dressings would 
appear necessary, at the least 
every two days. 
In impetigo, a skin disease, and 
in infections of the beard, good 
results were obtained. 
Sinus Infections 
Penicillin cream was also used 
for treating sinus infections. In 
doing this, the doctors injected a 
small amount of the penicillin 
cream into the affected sinus every 
two or three days. Before each in­ 
jection the cream remaining from 
the 
previous 
tre a tm e n t w as 
washed out with salt w ater. 
In a few cases, a skin rash oc­ 
curred on the area where the peni­ 
cillin was applied. Since it would 
appear that these patient# were 
sensitive either to the penicillin 
or something in the cream base, 
the chances for development of 
this skin irritation should be borne 
in mind whenever a penicillin 
cream is to be used for ten days or 
longer. 
Penicillin in the home medicine 
cabinet is still in the future but 
it can be stated that doctors are 
overlooking no chance to make full 
use of the great new healing drug. 
As time goes on, it is possible that 
new methods of applying it will 
be learned, and that new uses for 
the methods we now have will be 
discovered.

The additions to the Politburo 
were Col. Gen. Nikolai Boulganin, 
former 
nuyor of 
Moscow, 
and 
Alexei Kossygin, vice-president of 
the Soviet and premier of 
the 
Russian Federated Republic. 
Both of these men have been 
identified almost exclusively with 
civilian administrative and party 
tasks rather than military assign­ 
ments. 
S o Military Influence 
Their elevation lent no weight 
to the theory repeatedly advanced 
in London and Washington diplo­ 
matic quarters that ‘‘young mili­ 
tary hotheads’’ were rising to a new 
place of Influence and prestige in 
Moscow’ and harrying Stalin into 
assuming an aggressive military 
policy In world affairs.
